Rebecca Tragedy Stirs People 
of Village—Slaying Follows 
Quarrel Over Custody of 
Cribb’s Baby 


(Special Dispatch to The Journal.) 

CORDELM, Ga., Nov. 8.—Mrs. Viola 
Cribb died in Rebecca, Ga., this morning 
from wounds inflicted early last night 
by her husband, Miles Cribb, when he 
shot and instantly killed his aged moth- 
er-in-law, Mrs. J. G. B. Hancock, over 
seventy years old, then fatally wounded 
his wife and seriously wounded his sis- 
ter-in-law, Miss Sallie Hancock. 

The shooting occurred in the Han- 
cock home at Rebecea, fifteen miles from 
Cordele, while the tamily was seated at 
the supper table. It is said to have 
been the outcome of a dispute over the 
possession of the Cribb child. 

Cribb surrendered to officers. soon eft- 
er the shooting. Wecling here ran 0 
high that he was rushed from Rebecca 
in,a buggy by County Warden Putnam. 
Fearing pursuit, the two soon took to 
the woods, and walked across country 
te Ashburn, arriving there at 1 o'clock 
this morning, From there Cribb was 
rushed in an automobile to Albany, 
where he was lodged in jail. 

Cribb and his: wife are said to-have 
been estranged for some time, and yes- 
terday afternoon. Mrs, Hancock is al- 
leged to have endeavored to have papers 
served on Cribb to get possession of her 
little grandchild, who was being “held 
by Cribb, she alleged, against the wishes 
of the child’s mother. 

When an officer went to serve papers, 
Cribb was not at homa Cribb late in 
the afternoon learned of the move, and, 
it is said, went to the home of Mrs. 
Hancock, where he found his wife, her 
mother and sister, 

Mr. Hancock was not at bome and the 
three wemen were seated at the supper 
table. Tt 4s said. that. some words 
were exchanged at the doorway and 
that an effort was made to deny Cribb 
admittance Sto the house. He then is 
said to have forced the door open and 
shot the three women. Mrs., Hancock 
died immediately; Mrs. Cribb lingered a 
few hours, Miss Hancock was shot 
through the arm and will recover. 

Immediately after the shooting Cribb 
is sald to have gone to the home of his 
brother, Rey. *J.\W. Cribb, in Rebecca. 
Fis brother advised surrender, it is said. 
and Cribb gave himself up to the of- 
ficers. 

News of the tragedy spread quickly, 
and the citizens of Rebecca and the vi- 
cinity soon became incensed. County 
Warden Putnam took Cribb in charge 
and rushed him from the town in a 
buggy. few miles distant from Re- 
becca they took to the woods, and 
tramped tv Ashburn, arriving there at 
1 o'clock this’ morning. 

It soon became known that Cribb 
was tn jail at Ashburn, and Cribb is 
reported as having pleaded to be taken 
further from ‘the scene of *the shoot- 
ing. 

“They'll hang me, won't they he is 
quoted as having said to the ofMcer. 

Officer Putnam is said to have ad- 
mitted the probability. 

“Then take me away from here,” Cribb 
is said to have pleaded. “I would rather 
be hanged by law than these people. 
Take me away. 

Cribb was Tushed in*an automobile 
by Sheriff J, A. King to Albany, where 
he is now in jail. 

All who were involved in the tragedy 
are prominent In this section. Han- 
cock, a brother to J. G. B. Hancock, 1s 
clerk of the superior court of Wilcox 
county, and another brother, Joe Mack 
Hancock, is ordinary of Turner county, 
Cribb is a son of one of the pioneers of 
Dooly county.

Atlanta’s Killing Record. 

Atlanta achieved the unenviable distinction of 
jeading twenty-nine other of the largest American 
cities in increase of homicides during 1912 over the 
average rate per 100,000 of population for the pre- 
ceding decade, F. L. Hoffman's “Homicide Record 
for 191 published in the Spectator recently, shows 
Atlanta's increase in 1912 to havé been 20.2 people 
Slain per 100,000 population, the rate for that year in 
this city having been 89.9 as against 19.7 for the pre- 
ceding decade. 

These figures set down in concrete form a condi- 
tion which observing citizens have apprehended. Re- 
spect for life in Atlanta has grown Tess. 

Of the thirty cities listed in the Hoffman table, 
Memphis leads with a rate of 64.3 persons killed per 
100,0000 population; Charleston is second with 40.4; 
and Atlanta is a close third. Nashville follows imme- 

tely in fourth place, and Savannah is fifth with a 
considerably smaller figure of shame. The table 
shows that during the decade ending with 1911, two 
hundred and sixty homicides were recorded in At- 
Janta, and that during the one year 1912 sixty-seven 
homicides occurred.

One reason why people flock to cities «6 that they 
may be able to mind their own business. 

Political economists seek complex and devious rea- 
sons for the tremendous rapidity of city growth and 
fer the desertion of the country and of the country 
town. The cause, however, i: quite simple, as simple 
as human nature. The people go to cities because they 
“want to." That's all. 

Tuke the village of Podunk, In the first place 
you would not be allowed to go there to live without 
explaining why you came, where you came from, and 
what your business js, You can rent a flat in Chicago, 
howe¥er, and nobody cares a tuppence who you are or 
what is your criminal record, ‘so long as you are 
peaceable. 

If you do business in Podunk, and usually get down 
to the store at mine, and some morning you do not 
appear until ten, tne town will not rest until it has 
found out the cause of your delay. 

Your neighbors know all about you and your wite, 
your sons, and your daughters. The bank cashier 
knows the size of your pile, the grocer and butcher 
know what you eat, the dry goods mercnant knows 
what sort of underclothes you wear an. ow 
your women folks spend for corsets, and they all meet 
and check up. 

When you leave town they know it, also when you 
return; and they want te know what you were doing 
in St. Louis. 

It 4s all a very cosy family arrangement. 
in the constant glare of the limelight. 

Some people like it, and feel lost and lonesome in 
the city. But more and more that class is growing 
to whom this perpetual invasion of privacy is disagree- 
able. 

It is pretty generally 
that people love the privacy of cities because they 
wish to plunge into vice, Doubtless some do. But it 
is doubtful if the average city-bred person is any 
more immoral than the country-bred. 

It is conceivable that a person may wish to live 
his own life as he pleases, and not under tne unre- 
mitting supervision of Mrs. Grundy, and that this wish 
may be prompted not by a desire for secret crime but 
simply by a desire for personal privacy. 

The matter is really a conflict between the old idea 
that morality is conformity and the modern idea that 

ality is the responsible expression of one’s own 
personality 

The city means the revolt of the soul of man 
against moral dictation, Of course, wicked people 
have always resented moral tyranny. Now the good 
people are beginning to resent it, too.

Witches and Witchery 


(T. P’s Weekly.) 

Mr, M. L. Lewes, in the Occult Review, tells some 
stories about witches. I must apologize to my psychic 
readers for repeating them, as no doubt most of them 
take that admirable monthly: In olden days Welsh 
witches used to “put spells” on the animals of neigh- 
bors who annoyed them. If a cow was the victim it 
would sic of no apparent disease, cease to give 
milk, and, if the spell were not removed, would dle. 
The effect of “witching” a pig was to cause a curious 
kind of madness, something like a fit; this again ended 
fatally unless a countercharm was forthcommg. Quite 
recently I saw one of these “charms” quoted in a local 
paper by a collector of folklore. “An old witch living 
not far from liangadock (in Carmarthenshire) 
* * * on one occasion, when she had witched a Dig, 
was compelled subsequently to unwiteh the animal. 
She came and put her hand on the pis’s back, saying, 
‘Duwa'th gadwo i’th berchenog (God keep thee to thine 
owner.)'" Which seems a mild way of calming a 
frenzied pis. 

“Another witch,” says Mr. Lewes, “used to live about 
a mile and a half from my own home. She was known 
as ‘Mary Perllan Peter,’:from the name of her house,’ 
Perllan Peter, deep down in a thickly wooded ravine, 
or dingle, as we call it in Cardiganshire. This way of 
designating individuals is common in our part of Wales, 
where surnames among the peasantry are chiefly lim- 
ited to Jones, Davies and Evans, So that a person's 
Christian name, followed by that of their house, is far 
more distinctive than using a surname niost probably 
common to half the people in a parish. So the witch 
was ‘Mary of Peter’s Orchard,’ ‘pertlan’ meaning ‘or- 
chard,’ though who ‘Peter was I could never find out, 
and she was undoubtedly a powerful one. 

One day She asked a neighbor to bring her some 
corn which she required, and the man very unwillingly 
consented, as the path down to the cottage was very 
steep, and the corn heavy to carry. On the way he 
spilt some, and Mary was very angry, and muttered 
threats to her friends when he left. And when he got 

k to his home, and went to the stable, what was his 

mazement to see his little mare ‘sitting like a pig’ on

One of the many corporations that he 
had helped to enrich offered him in his last hours a 
gift of $20,000. Tellier scornfully rejected it. He 
aceepted a ribbon from. the Legion of Honor, but 
spurned aims. % 

J. H. Fabre, the French poet-entomologist. called

honors—but he had to live until ninety to get them. 

“A little longer,” he quaintly observes, “and the 
violins would have come too late.” 

Yet France is no more ungrateful than other lands.

The department of agriculture set about some ex 
Pert research work as to the cause of the decreased 
crop, and the means of bringing it up to meet the de- 
mand. The causes of the decrease have not been de- 
termined and probably will not be because so many 
conditions enter into it. A large number vf fine ola 
orchards which had yielded héavy crops died out ana 
were not replaced. Many apparent changes in climatic 
conditions, although denied by. weather authorities, 
were responsible for early 1rosts in localities where 
they were once unknown. The trees planted to. re 
place old ones were not well selected and consequently 
did not yield their expected crop. Each season some 
especial reason develops for shortage in one or more ot 
the best apple sections, and most of these reasons ard 
nof readily overcome. ‘he ravages of new insect pests 
in many parts of the country have destroyed millions 
of bushels of apples annually.

As a result of the expert study given, it is believed 
that most of these adverse conditions can now be con: 
trolled. With the maturity of the trees which have 
been recently planted, larger crops of appies may ve 
confidently looked for within the next few years ang 
the superiority of their quality seems assured. White 
men cannot change the weather, they can overcome its 
bad efrects by protective measures. In tue great ap- 
ple regions the growers no longer leave an orehard of 
budding trees exposed to the late spring frost, They 
temper the air of a chilly night burning fires, using 
crude petroicum as fuel. This causes a black smoke 
which settles as a cloud over the trees and the frost 
is prevented. The cost is trirling in comparison with 
the value of the protection and the use of these or- 
chard lamps is now becoming general. A few years 
ago a Missouri farmer spent $8,000 one spring upon 
lamps and oil to burn in his orchard of 640 acres, In 
the fall he sold his crop for $64,000. ‘The adjoining 
orchards, being unprotected during the spring frosts, 
produced no apples.

The selection of trees is important to the develop- 
ment of a good apple crop. It is now recognized that 
@ variety which reached perfection in one part of the 
country may fail in another. The apple specialists are 
succeeding in propagating varieties of apples sulted to 
every climatic condition. Apple propagating plants are 
being conducted at scores of experiment stations, A® 
a result the department of agriculture has been able 
to supply a list of the apples best suited to all parts 
of the-country. Two or three varieties seem to flour 
ish generally, but they do not produce a uniform qual 
ity of fruit in all localities.

Among the apples quoted as being commercially 
valuable in most parts of the country is the deceptive 
Ben Davis, which looks so luscious and usually tastes 
so flat. The department of agriculture has been x 
perimenting with the Ben Davis and is now of the 
opinion that this variety requires an unusual amount 
of warmth to ripen the fruit. It has been found that 
Ben Davis apples produced in the southern states are 
far more palatable ‘than those grown in the north, and 
it is believed that by cultivation in @ selected locality 
this well known apple may become as valuable as tts 
appearance indicates. 


‘The localities in which certain varieties reach thelr 
highest perfection may be widely separated. For in- 
stance, the Yellow Newton or Albemarle reaches its 
highest quality in two different regions—the Piedmont 
Section of Virginia and North Carolina and along the 
northwestern coast, especially in Oregon and Washing 
ton. It frequently yields satisfactorily in other places, 
but in these two regions its perfection seems assured. 
The Baldwin is the perfect apple of central New York, 
although this is upon the sts as well adapted to & 
number of other regions. The Ozark region of Ukla- 
homa, Arkansas and Missouri is famous for the qual 
ity of {ts apples and a number of new varieties have 
originated there, but the apple which is favored thert 
is the Winesap regarded by the Ozarkers as the finest 
fruit on earth. 


The apple growing regions of the country have bee 
greatly extended within the past few years, Formerly 
the apple was looked upon as a northern fruit. Now it 
is grown with commercial success as far south 8 
Georgia and even in northern Florida a number of pr 
vate orchards are producing apples of excellent qual 
ity. A southern writer claims that apples are fast be 
coming one of the important crops of Georgia Tht 
feur chief ‘horticultural crops of that state are now 
apples peaches cantaloupes and watermelons.
